The defense highway authorization bill 
became law last week when the Presi- 
dent grudgingly affixed his signature to 
it. In letters to the chairmen of the 
House and Senate road committees he 
explained that the need for access roads 
and flight strips is so urgent that he “felt 
constrained” to sign the measure. He ex- 
pressed his disapproval, however, of pro- 
visions authorizing expenditures for 
roads on the strategic network, changing 
the basis of federal-aid contribution to 
projects on the network to 75-25. and 
permitting use of federal-aid funds for 
parking lots. 

Surprisingly, the President also disap- 
proved of the provisions for financing 
advance planning of express highways, 
despite his often-expressed desire for the 
formation of a reservoir of post-war pub- 
lic works, 

The President expressed his “earnest 
hope” that Congress will promptly repeal 
the offensive sections. 

A day earlier the President, comment- 
ing on the bill at his press conference, 
reiterated his often expressed opposition 
to the federal-aid procedure by which 
sums authorized by Congress are distrib- 
uted to the states according to a manda- 
tory formula and then subsequently ap- 
propriated for as obligations of the 
federal government. He said he thinks 
it is probably unconstitutional for one 
Congress to bind another in this manner. 
He said he thinks the money ought to be 
spent instead where it is needed most on 
specific defense roads. 


Possible changes in federal aid 


A few weeks ago, Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau, who frequently 
speaks for the President, urged Congress 
to cancel the unallocated highway au- 
thorizations. This, together with the 
President’s remarks last week, has 
aroused an expectation among many in 
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Washington who are well-informed on 
road matters that to 
change the basis of federal aid is in the 
offing. 

It will be remembered that in 1938 the 
President withheld the formal allocations 
of authorized road funds, asked the states 
not to obligate the money, and urged 
Congress to amend the federal-aid act 
to eliminate advance authorizations. On 
that occasion, Congress refused to act,

As part of a relocation project on U. S. 
Highway 31 to bypass South Haven, Mich., 
the state highway department has completed 
an unusually wide bridge, 75 ft. 2 in., with 
two 33-ft. roadways separated by a 4-#ft. 
median strip, and an 18-in. curb walk on each 
side. The bridge is 220 ft. long. It is said to 
be the widest bridge ever built in Michigan. 

A transition curve, narrowing the median 
strip from the 28 ft. planned for the highway 
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to the 4 ft. on the bridge, will be provided. 
Work on the highway proper is expected to 
be completed early next year. 

The substructure of the bridge, supported on 
treated timber piles, consists of two gravity 
type concrete abutments and three concrete 
piers. The superstructure consists of four 55-ft. 
rolled beam spans.

Money to be asked soon 


An early start is expected on the ac- 
cess-road and flight-strip portions of the 
emergency road program.

The Public Roads Administration now 
has lined up more access road projects 
than can be built with the $150.000.000 
to be available, so work can start at 
once.

$10,000,000 is authorized, is not quite 
so far advanced. The Army has not yet 
furnished PRA with definite locations for 
projects, but machinery for joint study 
is being worked out. 


New federal-aid ratio 


The new 75-25 ratio of federal aid sup- 
plies, theoretically, to all projects ap- 
proved since last April. It is not ex- 
pected, however, that it will be applied 
to many projects already set up. With 
limited amounts of federal aid available, 
a state has little to gain, once it has al- 
lotted its matching money to a job, by 
switching to the new basis, since this 
would merely reduce the total money 
available. 


Parking work limited 


Also unlikely to have much early effect 
is the permission for use of federal aid 
on parking lots. Before this can be done, 
the state must agree to forbid parking 
on the adjacent highway. No highway 
department now has the authority to 
forbid parking within municipalities, 
where the chief problem exists. Until 
state legislatures act, application of the 
new clause is likely to be limited to a 
few situations in the suburbs of cities.

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Lowest bedrock uncovered at Shasta Dam 


Final excavation in the channel of the Sac- 
ramento River indicates that the maximum 
height of Shasta Dam from bedrock to the 
roadway on fop will be 602 ft. This height 
is indicated by an announcement of Ralph 
Lowry, construction engineer, stating that 
sound bedrock was reached about 100 ft. be- 
low the former river bed, at El. 475.5. First 
concrete af this low point was placed on 
Nov. 13. Yardage placed in the dam up to 
that time was 2,210,000 cu.yd., a little over 
one-third the 6,000,000 cu.yd. estimated to 


$1,750,000 in bonds by the Florida Keys 
Aqueduct Commission. The United 
States Navy will furnish $2,250,000 
toward the cost of the project, and the 
commission $1,125,000. 

The aqueduct will extend from the 
mainland near Miami, Fla. to the tip of 
the Key West peninsula, a distance of 
134 miles. The pipe line will be 18 in. in 
diameter and will carry a minimum of 
3,000,000 gpd, two-thirds of the water 
to be used by the Navy and one-third for 
the Key West civilian population. It is 
expected that construction will begin 
immediately and the project completed 
by early next year. 

The total project will be constructed 
at an estimated cost of $3,000,000 in- 
cluding the pumping stations. Williams 
Bros. of Tulsa, Okla. holds the contract 
for laying the pipe on a bid of $1,000.- 
000. Pipe was furnished by Youngstown 
Sheet & Tube Co., Youngstown, Ohio, 
and American Rolling Mill Co., at a cost 
of $2,000,000.

San Francisco-Oakland 
Bay Bridge five years old 


Completing five years of operation this 
month, the San Francisco-Oakland Bay 
Bridge has accommodated 190,000,000 
passenger crossings or 63,819,025 vehicu- 
lar trips. Since the bridge was opened to 
the public on Nov. 12, 1936, toll revenues 
have amounted to $25,000,000. 

The bonded indebtedness of the 4% 
mile span when completed was $73.000- 
000, and this sum has now been reduced 
to $66,000,000. 

Increasing use of the structure is indi- 
cated by the following record: total 
crossings in 1937, 9.104.765; in 1938. 
8,621,196; in 1939, 10,963,432, and 15. 
264,404 in 1940. As of Nov. 12, a total 
of 18,500,000 vehicle crossings have been 
made so far this year.

Included among 
the defense projects are the St. Lawrence 
power and navigation project and the 
Florida canal, with initial construction 
of a barge channel during the course of 
the ship canal job. Among the larger of 
the projects for which a defense justifica- 
tion is claimed are the following: Con- 
necticut River between Hartford and 
Holyoke, $12,344,000; 40-ft. channel in 
East River, N. Y., $36,309.000; Clark 
Hill reservoir, Savannah River, Ga.. $28.- 
000,000; Mississippi between the Ohio 
and Missouri, $10,290.000; new lock at 
Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., $8,000,000. 

Not recommended for immediate un- 
dertaking, but included in the bill, are 


several comprehensive river plans: For 
the Alabama and Coosa rivers, $60,000,- 
000; for the Trinity River, $23,000,000; 
and for the Columbia and Snake rivers, 
including Umatilla Dam, $80,000,000. 

Chief legislative change in the bill 
would authorize the Chief of Engineers, 
at his own discretion, to install 
generating facilities when he thought it 
desirable in any navigation project hith- 
erto or hereafter authorized.

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Clearwater Dam outlet works 


Construction of the outlet works for 
the $8,000,000 Clearwater flood control 
project on Black River in southeast Mis- 
souri, which is being built by the Little 
Rock District, U. S, Engineer Depart- 
ment, will be completed late this month. 
Work will rapidly get underway on the 
second phase of the project or construc- 
tion of the rolled-fill earth embankment 
and excavation for the spillway. Site 
of the project is in Wayne County 43 
miles north of the Arkansas-Missouri 
state line, 32 miles northwest of Popular 
Bluff, Mo., and about 256 miles above the 
mouth of the Black River. 

The contract for the outlet works was 
awarded May 2, 1940, to the United Con- 


struction Co., Winona, Minn., and for 
the dam and spillway excavation June 10, 
1941, to Mittry Brothers Construction 
Co., Los Angeles, Calif. The spillway will 
be built under a subsequent contract. 

The outlet works consist of a 122-ft. 
long forebay, a 67-ft. wide control tower 
with an operating house, a curved tun- 
nel conduit, and a 220-ft. long stilling 
basin. Total length of the outlet works, 
including the transitions, is 1,176 ft. The 
23-ft.-diameter tunnel, which is lined 
with reinforced concrete, is 1,097 ft. long, 
while one transition section is 45 ft.

TRANSFER of all Army construction to the 
Corps of Engineers, eliminating the con- 
struction division of the Quartermaster 
Corps, has received final Congressional 
approval and is now before the President 
for signature. There is no doubt that he 
will sign. 


Economic JustiricaTion of the Great 
Plains water conservation projects—the 
so-called “Wheeler-Case projects” — 
would be made easier under a bill which 
has been reported by the House irriga- 
tion committee. At present these projects 
may be undertaken if the anticipated 
water revenues equal the cost less what- 
ever contributions have been made from 
relief funds. Under the pending measure, 
an allocation for flood control benefits 
could also be deducted in determining the 
economic justification. At the moment the 
question is rather academic, since the 
Great Plains projects have been nearly 
eliminated from the Reclamation program 
(see p. 7). 


Government takes over 
Grand River Dam 


To prevent the “financial and manage- 
ment difficulties” of the Grand River 
Dam Authority from interfering with de- 
fense use of power from the dam, the 
President has ordered the Federal Works 
Administrator to take possession of the 
$25,000,000 project in Oklahoma. The ac- 
tion was taken under Section 16 of the 
Federal Power Act, which authorizes the 
President to seize any licensed hydro 
project when it is needed for the national 
safety. The President’s order stated that, 
when the need is passed, the project will 
be returned to the authority. 

Basic difficulty of the project, which 
was entirely financed by a PWA loan 
and grant, is that GRDA was set up by 
an Oklahoma state administration which 
has since been replaced by a governor 
hostile to the authority. 

Consequently, the GRDA has been un- 
able to obtain from the state legislature 
authority to issue bonds to finance trans- 
mission lines which would permit sale of 
its power on favorable terms. The author- 
ity is in default on its PWA loan. 

Some observers think that one motive 
for the seizure may be a desire to facili- 
tate eventual absorption of the project 
by an Arkansas Valley Authority, which 
is one of a group of regional authorities 
now being pushed by the administration. 
Desire to avoid discrediting public power 
through the financial failure of this proj- 
ect may also have had its influence. 
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Steel framework complete 


Ceremonies marking completion of the 
22,000-ton structural steel framework of Con- 
solidated Aircraft's new bomber  assem- 
bly plant at Fort Worth, Tex., were held last 
week.

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Money for reclamation projects cut 
15 percent due to defense needs 


Funds for irrigation reduced as war needs shift emphasis in Bureau 
of Reclamation work to power production for industrial use. 


The Bureau of Reclamation, which 
has been gradually feeling the effects of 
the defense program in recent months, 
had them really driven home last week 
when a substantial portion of its $98,- 
000,000 appropriations for fiscal 1942 
were impounded—withdrawn from use by 
executive action as part of the Presi- 
dent’s program of reducing non-defense 
expenditures. Although no official an- 
nouncement was made, it is understood 
that the cut amounted to about $15,000,- 
000. In addition, Reclamation has been 
directed not to make use of some $8,000,- 
000 in contract authorizations not yet 
covered by appropriations. The bureau 
will thus have available funds to permit 
a rate of expenditure about equivalent 
to that of fiscal 1941, when just under 
$80,000,000 was spent. 

The cut will be rather widely distribu- 
ted among the non-power phases of the 
reclamation program. Biggest single 
chunk,-it is learned, will come out of the 
Great Plains water conservation program 
which will be nearly eliminated. The Val- 
ley Gravity Canal and Storage project 
in Texas, which was to have been started 
this year, will also account for a sizable 
portion of the cut. It is believed that 
something like a million each will be cut 
from the non-power work on Grand 
Coulee and Central Valley. These 
changes will not effect contractors much, 
since construction schedules were drawn 
in anticipation that something like this 
would happen. 


War shifts emphasis 


Although the recent program to in- 
crease agricultural output may eventu- 
ally reverse the trend, to date the war 
has tended to convert the Reclamation 
Bureau from an irrigation agency devel- 
oping by-product power to a hydro-power 
agency which does some irrigation when 
it can, 

On the one hand, power programs have 
been steadily accelerated through supple- 
mental appropriations. And on the other 
hand, the non-power projects have been 
running into constantly increasing diffi- 
culties with material procurement and 
with unwillingness of contractors to bid 
on jobs without priority ratings. The 
power projects in general have high pri- 
ority ratings, in the A-l range, but no 
ratings are being granted for other 
projects, 

Biggest material headache for the bu- 
rea. has been on reinforcing steel. There 
is considerable question, in fact, whether

it will be possible to finish Friant Dam. 
scheduled for completion this year. Some 
difficulty is also being experienced in 
getting gates, control structures, and the 
like. 

Most recent example of trouble with 
bids was at the Colorado-Big Thompson 
project. An attempt to obtain reasonable 
bids on Granby Dam and its outlet tun- 
nel was unsuccessful (ENR, Nov. 13, 
p. 6). It was only possible to obtain satis- 
factory bids on the tunnel alone on a 
second opening; bids on the dam were 
again rejected, and the dam may well be 
deferred until after the war. This project 
has no priority rating. 

Even failing this, however, much work 
on canals and distribution ditches can 
be undertaken without using critical ma- 
terials. The bureau, too, can abandon its 
concentration on concrete dams and go 
in for earth and rockfill structures; this 
is already being done on Davis Dam of 
the new Bullshead project. 


The larger projects 


Extent of the present concentration on 
power projects is well illustrated by the 
programs for five larger projects which, 
together, account for more than 80 per- 
cent of the available money this year. 


Of $22,400,000 to be spent this fiscal 
year on Grand Coulee, some $15,000,000 
is to go for power, the remainder being 
used for wind-up work on the dam 
proper. Bulk of the power money is for 
the three big generators being installed 
this year (one of them has already been 
placed). It also includes initial payments 
on six others, which will not be ready 
for installation this year, and funds for 
construction for the second power house, 
foundations for which are already in 
place. 

About $28,000,000 of the $37,800,000 
to be spent on the Central Valley project 
this year is for power facilities, includ- 
ing power dams. Biggest items in the 
Central Valley schedule for fiscal 1942 
include: $16,000,000 for Shasta 
and $5,000,000 for the Shasta power 
plant; $2,000,000 to start Keswick 
Dam; $6,000,000 to finish Friant Dam; 
and a million for the Contra-Costa Canal. 

At Colorado-Big Thompson project. 
about $1,500,000 will be spent on power 
installations at the recently completed 
Green Mountain Dam, and more than 
$2.000.000 on the Continental Divide 
Tunnel. 

For the Davis power dam of the Bulls- 
head project on the Colorado River, $4,- 
000,000 has been appropriated, but it is 
only expected to spend about $1,800,000 
this year. 

Among the largest of the non-power 
projects under way this year is Provo 
River in Utah, Deer Creek Dam of this 
project is finished, and this year about 
$1,750,000 will be spent on the Duchesne 
and the Weber-Provo Diversion Canal.

Closure operations on the double-deck Pit River Bridge 


Main line trains on the Southern Pacific's

Federal Works Agency 


The President last week nominated 
Brig. Gen. Philip B. Fleming, Wage- 
Hour Administrator, to head the Federal 
Works Agency. Federal Works Admin- 
istrator John M. Carmody has resigned 
that post because of ill health to take a 
less onerous job as a member of the 
U. S. Maritime Commission. 

Change of administrators for FWA 
seems to many in Washington to presage 
a new and more significant role for that 
office in the defense program. The three 
major fields of civilian defense construc- 
tion—roads, housing and community fa- 
cilities—head up under the Federal 
Works Administrator. 

That the Administration should now 
throw one of its ace trouble shooters into 
the post of Federal Works Administrator 
suggests that the President is relying on 
FWA to pull together and control the 
closely related programs of housing, de- 
fense public works and road_ building 
with a minimum of red tape. Those who 
know Gen. Fleming feel that he is not the 
man to take a job without demanding and 
getting the authority he needs to do it 
right. 

Philip B. Fleming is an army engineer 
who has been on detached duty for a 
considerable part of the past decade to 
take special assignments requiring the 
services of a man of high diplomatic skill. 
From 1933 to 1935 he served as assistant 
administrator of the PWA in charge of 
personnel and wage questions. Subse- 
quently he returned to service in the 
Corps of Engineers and was sent to East- 
port. Me., to be district engineer on the 
Passamaquoddy tidal power project. 
When Passamaquoddy shut down he was 
for a time with the Resettlement Ad- 
ministration as a coordinator. In Octo- 
ber, 1939, Col. Fleming was made Wage- 
Hour Administrator and has served in 
that capacity for the past two years.

ity makes this necessary. Thus not many 
more projects can be included in the 
program, 

Major reason, apparently, for the long 
delay in setting up the program is the 
appalling red tape in which it has be- 
come enmeshed. After a project has been 
worked out by local officials and the 
field agents of the Defense Public Works 
Administration, it must be approved in 
Washington by the Federal Works 
Agency. the Army or Navy, the Federal 
Security Agency, the Coordinator of 
Health and Welfare. and the White 
House. 

Moreover, there are, probably un- 
avoidably. no standards for percentage 
or terms of federal contribution, and 
these must be negotiated for each proj- 
ect. So far. the federal contribution has 
run to about 70 percent. 


Sanitation and schools big items 


Predominance of school buildings 
among the approved projects is shown by 
Table I. with sewer and water jobs neck 
and neck for second place. The geo- 
graphical distribution is indicated by 
Table II. It will be noted that the bulk 
of the money has gone to the aircraft 
center in California, the shipbuilding 
areas of Washington, Virginia, and the 
other coastal states, the newly-expanded 
industrial centers of the mid-West. and 
the great army camp areas in the South- 
Fast. 

The two tables are not comparable, 
since they are on different bases and 
for different dates. but they give a good 
indication of the spread of projects. 


Intracoastal Canal work 
nears completion 


Last link of the Intracoastal Canal be- 
tween New Orleans and Corpus Christi, 
Tex.. will be completed late this month, 
but opening of the waterway in its far 
western link will be delayed until Feb- 
ruary because of shoaling, which has 
developed near the Brazos and Colorado 
rivers. according to a recent statement 
of the Corps of Engineers.

U. S. Engineers, 
states that foundation exploration at the 
Bull Shoals Dam site on the upper White 
River will be started at an early date. 
Bids have been received and work will 
be started 15 days after issuance of a 
notice to proceed, following the award- 
ing of contracts. 

Investigations will consist of drilling 
about 6,700 ft. of 21%-in. holes, about 
130 ft. of 36-in. exploratory holes and 
excavating 7,500 cu.yd. of test trenches. 

Authorization for the work was re- 
ceived by the Little Rock district office, 
U. S. Engineers, on instructions from 
the chief of engineers to make a definite 
project plan for the Bull Shoals Dam, 
and Table Rock Dam, three miles west 
of Branson, Mo. Both dams were author- 
ized by Congress in the 1941 Flood Con- 
trol Act as multiple-purpose projects for 
flood control, hydro-electric power, recre- 
ation and conservation. 


Waterwork improvements 
planned by Tulsa, Okla. 


A waterworks improvement program, 
totaling $1.423.669. has been ordered 
by the Tulsa, Okla., City Commission. 
W. F. McMurray, superintendent of the 
Tulsa Water Department. has been en- 
gaged to prepare plans and_ specifica- 
tions for the initial part of the program, 
which includes extension of the Mohawk 
Park filtration plant, construction of a 
mixing basin, and installation of a 24.- 
000,000 gpd. pump. Estimated cost of 





Water conditions throughout — the 
United States during the month of Oc- 
tober, as revealed by the accompanying 
map showing stream flow in percentages 
of normal, were spectacularly variable. 
Representative rivers in eighteen eastern 
states averaged 39 percent of October 
normal, continuing a deficiency that has 
persisted for the past twelve months;

Remainder of the $1,423,669 in water 
improvements will be $524,775 for nine 
distribution system improvements, pro- 
viding the voters approve the bonds at 
the Dec. 2 election.

ENGINEERING CONSTRUCTION awards for 
the week, $110,331,000. are well above 
the $64,100,000 reported for the short 
preceding week, and 24 percent higher 
than in the corresponding 1940 week. 

Public construction, up 49 percent 
compared with a year ago, is responsible 
for the increase, as private awards de- 
cline 2] percent from the 1940 week’s 
volume, Federal work tops last year by 
169 percent, but state and municipal 
construction is 62 percent lower. 

The current week’s awards bring 1941 
construction to $5,599,010.000, a gain 
of 56 percent over the total for the 48- 
week period last year. Private construc- 
tion, $1,130,130,000. is 6 percent higher 
than in the 1940 period, and public work 
is 77 percent higher due to the 171 per- 
cent increase in federal awards. 

In the classified construction groups, 
all classes of work except earthwork 
and drainage record gains over their 
respective totals in the short preceding 
week, Comparisons with the 1940 week 
reveal increases in waterworks, bridges, 
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commercial and public buildings, and 
unclassified construction. 

New capital for construction purposes 
for the week totals $23,928,000, an in- 
crease of 136 percent over the volume 
for the corresponding week last year. 
The current week’s financing is made up 
of $5,750,000 in corporate security is- 
sues, $3,367,000 in state and municipal 
bond sales, $14.661.000 in RFC loans 
for industrial plant expansion, and $150.- 
000 in RFC loans for public improve- 
ments. 

New construction financing for the 
year to date, $6,282,297,000. is 74 per- 
cent higher than the $3.610.990.000 re- 
ported for the 48-week period last year.
